A bill which will in a short time be 


brought before the Wisconsin legislature 
will be the one to regulate the practice 
of barbering, 'It Ls known a,s "Bill for 
licensing and regulating the profession 
of barbers." In this city a slip of pa- 
per can be found in every union barber 
shop which may be signed by persons 
favoring this bill. Each practicing bar- 
ber in this city has subscribed $1.00 to- 
wards the passing of the hill, which if 
pasessd will be a great benefit to the 
male adults in general, Kach 
prospec- 


tive tonsorial artist entering the busi- 
ncfs will be required to serve a period of 
three years before he will be allowed to 
open a shop. As it i-s now one may be 
in the business for six months and then 
open a shop and if business is poor, cut 
the rate. It? purpose is to provide clean 
shops and no one but experienced work- 
men to be employed. 


Tlie bill contains fourteen sections, and 


if enforced will certainly put all shops 
on a level basis. In the bill section 13 
slates that if any person practicing the 
occupation of barber in this slate, with- 
out having obtained a certificate of reg- 
istration, as provided for by tins act. or 
vjlfnlly employing a barber who ha.s not 
.such a certificate, or falsely pretending 
to be qualified to practice such occupa- 
tion under this act. is guilty of a mis- 
demeanor, xnd upon conviction thereof, 
shall he punished by a line of not less 
than twenty-five dollars or more than 
one hundred dollars or by imprisonment 
in the county jail not less than ten days 
or more than ninety days.

BAEBEES PUSHING BILL 


Working Hard to Have Measure 


Passed Regulating Practice . 


in the State. 


A bill .which will in a short time be 


brought before the Wisconsin legislature 
will be the one to regulate the practice 
of barbering. 'It is known as "Bill for 
licensing and regulating the profession 
of barbers." In this'city a slip .of pa- 
per can be found in every union, barbel- 
shop which may be signed by persons 
favoring this bill. Each practicing bar- 
ber in. this city bus subscribed $1.00 to- 
wards the passing of the bill, which" if 
pasesd will be a great benefit to the 
male adults in general, Each 
prospec- 


tive tonsorial artist entering the busi- 
ness will be required to serve a period of 
three years before he will be allowed to 
open a shop. As it is now one may bo 
in the business for six mouths and then 
open a shop and if business is poor, cut 
the rate. Its purpose is to provide clean 
shops and no one but experienced work- 
men to be employed. 


The bill contains fourteen sections, and 


if enforced will certainly put all.shops 
on a level basis. In the bill section 13 
states that if any person practicing the 
occupation of ba,rber in this state; with- 
out having obtained a certificate of reg- 
istration, as provided for by this act, or 
wilfully employing a barber who has not 
such a certificate, "or falsely pretending 
to be qualified to practice such occupa- 
tion under this act, is guilty of a mis- 
demeanor, and upon conviction thereof, 
shall be punished by a, line of not less 
than twenty-five dollars or more" than 
one hundred dollars or by imprisonment 
in the county jail not less than ten days 
or more than ninety days. For the past 
two years barbers have been working foi 


1 
the pasasge and are confident that this 
' year it will be passed. 


The bill bas come, up at two previous 


sessions of tlie legislature but failed o 
passage. Last year it passed the house 
but was killed in the senate. The barbel- 
are working energetically this winter to 
bring about success.

ICE CROP BEING HARVESTED 


Better Quality Housed This Year Than East 


in Itaciiie County. 


Edward Hess of the town of Caledonia, 


Eacine county, was in the city on busi- 
ness yesterday. He remarked:that dur- 
ing the past two weeks the farmers of 
that section were busier than bees in the 
work of harvesting the annual crop oE 
ice; and that the last house, of which 
there are twenty, each of fifty tons co- 
pacity, was- filled on Monday.

Is there a coal conspiracy iu Kacine? 


A report has obtained circulation that., 
uch a state of affairs exists and that in 
a few days several coal dealers may hear 
roin the proper city officials.. 


It is alleged that several thousand tons 


if hard coal are now being held with the 
object of obtaining exorbitant prices in 
the spring when the expected scarcity 
of fuel may result in such a famine that 
citizens will pay almost a-ny price to ob- 
tain material for warmth or industrial 
-iitrposes. 


The district attorney has been put in- 


to possession of the facts already obtain- 
ed and it is thought that papers will be 
served in a few days. 


It is further alleged that 5,000 tons 


of anthracite are concealed in the yards 
and investigation is promised *J aseevtaln 
what amount the dealers of the city ha\ n 
in stock. 


Should it be ascertained that any such 


quantity remains steps will be taken to 
have the dealers sell. 


At present there is not much suffer- 


ing because of a lack of fuel, but anoth- 
er°cold spell may bring the necessity for 
coal right home to many of our citizens. 


WAITING ROOM. CLOSED. 
. 


As a direct result of the coal shortage 


one waiting room of some depots in dif- 
ferent parts of the state on the Chicago, 
Milwaukee & St. Paul railroad system 
have been ordered closed, done, HB it is 
said, .for the purpose of economizing on 
coal. The order is also said to. be gen- 
eral, but according to the local depot it 
does not seem that way as both ladies' 
and gent's waiting rooms are still doing 
service. When inquiries were made at 
the depot in this city today in regard to 
the order in question the reply was to 
the effect that they 'knew nothing of 
such au order. 


It is said that the company docs not 


only intend this move for economy but 
to lessen the consumption of coal so that 
there will be more of it on the. market 
for the benefit of the public. It is fig- 
ured that the coal that would otherwise 
be used will he sufficient to keep thous- 
ands of pt'.ople from freezing. That this 
is true can easily be imagined when one 
considers that tiie company has lines in 
a number of states and operates several 
thousand miles of road. 


It is also said that the railroads are 


discontinuing all fast freight trains am" 
maintaining only the way freights as. 
long ns the coal shortage lasts. This 
would result in a great saving of coal, as 
the fast trains consume more coal than 
the slow ones. Already all the compan- 
ies have issued orders to give the coal 
trains the right of way as much as pos- 
sible in order to facilitate the delivery 
of as much coal as possible to the mar- 
kets where it can reach the greatest 
number of consumers.

STEAM JN THE SILO. 


T'ue writer of one of the prize essays 


read before the Ohio State university 
claimed that the Bed Polled cattle 
were so popular in some parts oi the 
•west as to be very numerous In the 
states of Illinois, Wisconsin, Michigan, 
Ohio, Kansas and Texas. 
They are 


among the oldest breeds in England, 
though long divided into the Norfolk 
Polled and the Suffolk Dun. These 
were so much alike that as long ago as 
1846 they were classed as one breed 
and called the Red Polled and a herd 
•book was established not long after in 
•which all that gave evidence of being 
descended from either of these breeds 


'• could be registered. Their most prom- 
inent characteristics, as seen at first 
glance, are the absence of horns and of 
white in the hair. 
They may have 


some brindle marks among the dark 
red, and In some cases they have a lit- 
tle yellow, but not often. But a closer 
examination, shows a well rounded

Care of Spring Calves. 


When there is a decrease in the sup- 


ply of milk, the spring calves are usu- 
ally the tirst ones to suffer from its 
lack, unless the policy has Cecn to 
stop feeding it to them as soon as they 
were able to/ eat grass or hay. .We 
think it should be given them daily as 
long as it can be spared for that pur- 
pose, and when it is no longer avail- 
able substitute a little wheat bran or 
oats. 
Even oat straw that was cut 


•while the grain was in the milk makes 
a good feed for them.-and so does 
rowen or early cut clover hay. We 
think that no small part of the grain 
that has boon ma'de in the milk pro- 
duction of. our cows is due about as 
much to the better feeding of .our 
calves, forcing earlier maturity and 
bringing them at two years old as far 
advanced and as well developed as 


. they used to'be at three or four years 
old, ns it is to the more liberal feeding 
and the better balanced rations given 
them after'they come fresh. One can- ; 
not take a calf that has been on short , 
rations until it has developed to a cow | 
and mike it a good milk producer after 
that by more liberal feeding. Give it !

The corn cut into these silos was 


quite green. It was cut into three- 
fourths inch lengths and packed down 
BO that each silo contained a little over 
three tons. Steam was introduced un- 
der pressure of first twenty and again 
later at forty pounds. This was kept 
up until the steam escaped at the top, 
and the temperature rose 212 degrees. 
Then the steam was turned off and tho 
pipe stuffed with 'sterilized cotton, 
while the top of tS? silage was cov- 
ered with the same iiiaterial._ As a re- 
sult-of the steaming the silage shranlr 
about 23 per cent. When opened, there 
was some loss at the 'top, as the cotton 
did not prove a good protector. Below 
the moldy part the silage was bright 
and sweet, "with the odor of cooked 
sweet corn, not at all like ordinary si- 
lage." Analysis of this silage showed 
that it did not undergo nearly as great 
a chemical change as the silage put up 
in the ordinary way. Of course such 
a small silo does not give a fair chance 
for practical investigation, and this 
year the experiments have been re- 
peated on a larger scale, in silos nine 
and ten feet in diameter. These have 
been tilled with corn and green clover 
tnd thoroughly steamed.

Ho distinguishes between the two 
rather sharply. He says that the men 
with diary instincts come out to hear 
lectures .on the feeding of the dairy 
cow; they read how to handle and 
how to improve her, and the result is 
that their outturn, of milk is very 
grcatly increased. The "cow keepers'" 
he describes as fossilized. 
They will 


not only not improve their dairy cows, 


get the best results from what they 
have. He cites the instance where at 
one large creamery It was found on 
investigation that the cows were yield- 
Ing only ten pounds of milk per day 
on the average, and that, too, in the 
flush of the sefison. One of the great 
troubles is that no cow census is taken 
by most of our milk using institutions, 
and the patrons are thus( uot_brought 
to realize that their cows are giving a 
very small amount of milk. Probably 
the"very best way to increase the pro- 
dtiction'of milk Is to take a cow census 
every year at least, if not every six 
months, and then show the patrons
